Gent. It 3s alſo written in the ſame Rubcick, that children baptized 
are wndyu>tedly ſaved. 

Miniſt, It is true that the children of believing parents, are un» 


doubtedly (aved by vertue of Gods everlaſting Covenant of Grace, 


if chey be of the number of thoſe whom God hath e&tefted and 
ordained to eternall lite; I fay, it chey be of the number char 
God hath elefted and ordained to eternall life, becauſe many 
of the cleR chat are Saints triamphanc in heaven, have brought forth 
children that are dimned ſoules in hell ; .as Adam had Cain as well 
as Abel: and Avrahm, the father of the taickfull, had Iſmael as 
well as I/zzc; and Iſzzc chat holy Patriarck, had Eſa, whom God 
hated, as well as Fzcob, whom God loved.

AAiniſt.' The words of God written by the Prophet in that place are 
thele:If the wicked turn from all bis ſins that he hath committed, and keep the 
ſtatutes of the Lord,and do that which is lawfull & right he ſhall ſurely live;

Miniſt. O take heed what you ſay, It + an horrible blaſphemy 
againſt God and his holy \Word,to ſay that the words of afſinfull tan 
are equiyalent,thatis, of as much vertueand power to convert ſoules, 
as the Word of Gud. 

Gent. Thongh they be not equivalent, yet they are according to the Word 
of God, are they not ? 

Miniſt. No verily : For, they do give liberty to thewicked to re- 
pent at leiſure, when they will, contrary to the Word of God, which 
requireth ſpeedy repentance: 

Turn you now every man from bis evill wajes, Jer. 25.5. 

Seek, the Lord while he may be found : call upon bim while be us neer, 
Iſai. 55. 6. 

Go A your ſelves togetber,hefore the decree come forth, and before the fierce 
wrath of the Lord come upon yore, Leph. 1+ 2: 

Read over the whole Bible, you ſhall not finde,that God hath ſaid, 
that at wh.:t time ſnever 2 ſinner doth repent,that be will put all bis wicked-- 
meſſe out of is remembrance. Neither can you finde, that God doth tie 
forgiveneſic of ſa to repentance without faich, Iris true, that God 
doth ſometimes deferre temporall judgements upon hearty repen- 
tance, 1-King. 21: 27; 28,29; Jonah 2.10; 

Though upon hearty repentance, and turning from evill wayes, as 
the Ninivites did, or. 3. 10. the. temporall wrath of God may be 
pacitiecl ; yet the ercrnall wrath of God cannot be pacified without 
true faich in Chgiſt, whereof the Service-book makes no mention, Up- 
on this uneruch that the Servize-book doth father upon Ged, all evill 
livers 6 build their faith, and do affure themſelves, that they ſhall be 
ſaved as well as the beſt, if they have bur half an hour to repent and 
cry God mercy before they die. 

Gent. Did jou cver know any that did deferre repent ance, becauſe it was 
written in the Service-book, that at what rime foever a ſinner doth re- 
pent him of his-fins, chat God will pn all his wickgdntefſe out of his 
remembrance ? 

Miniſt. Yes, T knew one Sarah Lambert, priſoner in the Fhitc- 
Lioz priſon in Southwark , a common whore, and a notorious robber 
of houfes, that had been condemned and reprieved five times, ayd 


was perfiraded that ſhe ſhouldbe hanged, at ime or other, be- 
aſe ſhe had no mindeto give'over hanged fo og 
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and did often bragin niy hearing, that when ſhe was upan the Gal- 
lows ſhe would repent, and make ſuch & fpeech unto the people, as 
(hon beas god as a Sermon» | | 

Gent. Did ſþe ſo ? 

Miniſt, No, when ſhe was at Tih:#n upon the Gallows, ſhedied 
ſwearing and (colding with the Hangman, becauſe he would not ler 
her giveaway her waltecoat. 

Gent. Cm you ſhew any other place wherein the Service-book doth 3m- 
balden evill livers to go on in ſin, without repent ance ? 

Miniſt. Yes, in the buriall of the dead, when an evill liver is to be 
buited, though he be a thief, a common {wearer, or a notorious 
whoremonger, the Miniſter muſt call him Ozr de.re brother, and com- 
mit his bedy to the earth, in ſer? and certain hope of refuerreftion to eter= 
24 life : Alſo, when 4 notorious filthy whore is to be buried, the 
Minifter muſt call her, or deare ſrſter, and commit her body to the 
earth, in ſure and cert 4in1 hope of reſurre(ti0n to eternall life : Allo when a 
whorith woman cometh to beckurchr, the Miniſter muſt reade unto 
her, that God is her helper, and her defence, and will preſerve her from all 
evill, and will preſerve hey going out and coming, in, for ever. Alfo it doth 
confum the Papiſtrin their Religion, in that it appointeth the 12" of 
Toby to be read on the 4 of OFober, where it is written, zerſc 15. that 
there are ſeven Angels that do preſent our prayers, which is a main 
ground of Popery, and an horrible blaſphemy againſt Chriſt, whown- 
ly doth preſent our prayer, Rev. 8.3. Alfo inthe 9®* verſe of that 
Chapter, it is written, that almes do puerge away 2! ſin, which is ano- 
ther main ground of Popery,and an horrible blaſphemy againit Chriſt 
and his precious blood, that cleanſeth 1s from all ſirz, 1 Joh. 1.7. Alſo 
ic doth in diſgraceful] manner curn Gods holy Word out of OOTrs, 
to give way tg ridiculous lying fables, to be read unto the people in 
ſtead of Gods holy Word: Alto ic doth horribly (lander and blaſ: 
pheme the holy Word of God: In the Rxbrick before the Declaration, 
when every Term beginneth, where it aftirmeth, that the Chapters 
and Books of holy Scriptures that are notto be read, are leaſt edi- 
fying, and may beſt be ſpared. | | 

The ridiculous and lying fables that it appointeth to be read in 
ſtead of Gods holy Word, are: 

On the firſt of Ofobey, it appointeth the 5: of Tay to be read, 
whereit is written, that Toby being about to ſend his ſon to Rages in 
Media, for a wife, gidbid him go and look fora.man to go with hip,

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and that he went and found an Angel, andbrought him to his facher, 
who promiſed to give him wages,and agreed with him what he ſhould

read, how Tobias being come from-Kages, did call the Ange! unto him, 
and bade him take a ſervant, and rwo Cammels, and go to for 
money z and chat the Angel went, and carryed writings,which he de 
livered to Rague!, who brought the money ſealed in a bag, and deli- 
vered it to the Angel. 

On the 13 of September, another lying fable is appointed to be 
read, how an Ange! was ſent to ſcale the whiteneſſe from Tobier eyes, 
and to give Sarah the _—_ of Raguel in marriage to his ſon, and 
to bind Aſmoders the evill ſpirit , that was in love with her, and 
had killed ſeven men that had been married unto her. | 

In the yeer of our Lord, 1637. when the Prelates were in their hots 
reſt purſuic, in the Ceremonies, and the Book of Common-prayer 
in Scotland, as well as in England, God did then ſhew many ſtrange 
and fearfull judgements upon Churches in divers places of this Land,as 
appeareth by the ſundry colleCtions that have been made in Churches, 
for the repairing of Churches burnt, torn and ſpoiled with lightening 
and thunder. Of which ſtrange and fearfull judgements, the Prelates 
made no reckoning, but went on eagerly with their Canons, touſher in 
Popery 3 neither did the people take them as tokens of Gods wrath, 
therefore God' (to the end be aig convince and make itknownts 

all both people and Prelates, that he could no longer endure it) did 
thew his wrathfull diſpleaſure upon the e, as well as upon the 
Churches,even then, when they were kneeling devoutly at the Altar (as 
the Prelates would haveit called.) | 

It was never known, that tokens of Gods wrath came upon the 
people of God, from Gods immediate hand, when they were doing 
anpacrpreble ſerviceunto his holy Majeſty. 2 I190 Cu. 

. We read, that when Nadab and Abibw, the ſons of Aaron, took ei- 
ther of them a cenſer, and put fire therein, 'and = incenſe thereon, 
and offered ftrange fire before the Lord, which he commanded not, 

are.tice came from the Lord, and devoured them, becauſe they 
not fire from the Altar which came down from heaven, and was 
preſerved upon the Altar by Aaron and his ſucceſſors. 
 Asthe wrath of God came upon Nadab and Abibu,when they were 
doing an acceptable ſervice unto Opdy'as they thought, even fo the 
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wrath of God canjeupon the people, as they were doing an accep- 
table ſervice unto God,(as they then thought) which gives us juſt oc- 
calionto contider,whether the Popiſb ſervice, preſcribed in the Book of 
Commons prayer unto God, bean acceptable lervice unto his holy Ma- 
jeſty, orrather an abomination of the Church of Rome, wherewith the 
Prelates had polluted the Houle of the Lord,as the High Prieſts among 
the Jewes polluted the Houſe of the Lord with the abominations of 
the Hezthen, gill the wrath of God aroſe againſt his people, and that 
God in wrath did ſend enemies upon them, 2 Chron. 36. 14- 

The Blazing Starre in the yeer -of our Lord, 1618. was a fpeciall 
fign that Chriſt (when he hath ſufficiently humbled his peopleby the 
enemies) will give deliverance anto thern, by rendring vengeance up- 
on their enemies ; and'that he will give a free paſſage to the preaching 
of the Goſþe!, and thereby diſpel the ſmoak of the bottomleſle pit, 1 
mean, the Errors, Hereftes, Saperſtitions and Idolatry,wherewith not 
only this Land, but all Chriftendome hath been oyerſpread. 

- \Tharir was fucha ſpeciaſl itgh, & did gather by the difference that 
was between it and other blazing ſtarres ;,others blazed downwards,jic 
blazed upwards ; others appeared in the forepart of the night, it ap- 
peared towards the morning, and did exceed all other ſtars in great- 
nee and brightnefſe, with a great ſtream ſparkling upwards, with 
lictle parkles like fire : As foon as Lfaw'it, (being then in the Szmmer 
Tf mds, where we ſaw it plainly, becauſe the climate there is not ſub- 
err toggie miſts, nordark clouds): the words of our Saviour came 
nto.my minde, Rev. 22.16. I am the bright morming Starre, wherear 
my heatt did cejoyce and delight to riſe betimes every morning; that 
I mighthavemy till of looking on it. © | 
The Popiſts are, and ever have been, the greateſt enemi$ that the 
true Profetforsof the Goſpel havein all the world: Rev. 11. 7, $, 9, 10- 
therefore;as when the indiguation of the Eord came upon all nations 
that were enemies to the Fetwr,the ancient people of God,it carne'hea- 
vieſt upon Edam and Buzya, Tai. 34. 1, 243, 435, 6,7, 8: Edomwas 
thename of the conntrey that God gave to the poſterity of Eſan, to 
inhabite, whereof they were called Edomites. Bozr was the chief ci 
of the 'Edonzrer, as Rome is the chief city of rhe Papifts, of whom the 
Edomites were a type, in that they profeſſing themfelves to be the 
people of God, and of kin tothe ers, in that they came of Eſau, 
who was Abrahams grandchilde, and were of the Game Religion, did 
(notwithſtanding) hate the Fewe with deadly hatred, and when the 
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Babylonians laid ſiege to Ferwſalem did cry, Down with it, down with it, 
even to the ground, Plal. 137. Even fo the Papiſts profeſſing themſelves 
to be the people and worthippers of God, do hate and perfecute the 
Proteſiantr, who only are the people arid true worthippers of God z 
therefore, as when the indignation of the Lord came upon all narions 
that were enemics unto the Jews, it came heavieſt upotr Edom and 
Bozra, (o ſhall ic come upor- the Papiſts, and upon Rowe, -whiereof 
Bozra was a type, Rev. 18. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. & 19. 1/7, I8. 

The time that God hath appointed for the ntrer ruine and de- 
ſtruion of the enemies of his people, is cafled, The day of the Lords 
vengeance, and the yeer of recompence foy #he judgement of Sion, Iſai-3 4.8. 
By Sion is meant, the true worſhippers ot God y by the judgement of 
Sion, is meant, perſecutions, and the vengeance of God upon the per- 
ſecutors of his true worſhippers. 

There is great hope, that this yeer will be a yeer of recompence for 
the judgement of Gods Sion this Land, according to that which is 
written, Rev. 16. 13. where mention is made of three anclean ſpirits, 


like Frogs that come out of the mouth of the Dragon, and out of the 


mouth of the Beaſt and falſe Prophet, to 
to the battell of the great day of God A 
in the Hebrew tongue, Armapedon. 

There is no place in the world, that hath been, or now is, called 
Armagedon, but there ſhall be ſuch a place, when the Fewes ſhall heare 
that Popiſh kings and Princes have gathered their forces together againſt 
the Goſpel, ha. true profeſſors thereof, and have had a notableand an 
unrecoverable overthrow and downfall,then they (I mean the ewes) 
thall give the name Armagedon to that place. 

Harmagedou may be derived of two Hebrery words, Cherem, which 
ſignitiech deſtruftion, and Gedrdb, which fignifieth an army: other 
fome doderiveit of Har,which lignifiech a mountain,and of —_—_— 
which fignitierh an apple, or choſen fruit : Others derive'jt of Arma, 
which fignitieth ſubulty, and Gads, which ſignitieth a cutting down, 
becauſe the croaking Frogs that come out of the mouth of the Dragon, 
and of the Beaſt and falſe _—_ ſhall ſubrilly draw the Popiſh krngs 
and Princes, together their forces againſt the Goſpef and true pro- 
teflors thereof, to their utter ruine and downfall: Alſo it may be 
derived of Har, which fignifiecth a mountain, and 1f-giddin, which 
tignitieth delight. 

The Countrey or Nation where God is truly worſhipped, and the 
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ther the kings of the earth 
Ralekrs, into a place, called 
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Goſpel ſincerely preached, may well be called the Mowntain of delight, 
becauſe there are many things that God and his true worſhippers do 
ight in, as the holy exerciſes of Religion, the manifold graces of 
$holy Spirit, in his true worſhippers, and the good fruit of ho- 
] a4 teouſnefſe of converſation, that the preaching of the 
Goſpel forth in the true profeſſors thereof; and becauſe it is 
gs hard a matter to root them and the Goſpel! out of that place, as it is 
20 remove a mountain. 
Ic is not generally material to diſputs, whether the word Arn:- 
edon may be derived of Mar and 1eg:ddo, or of Armaand Gada, or of 
and Megiddin, or of Cherem and Gedzdh, ſecing that all come to 
one effeQt, 232. that thegreat armies that gather themſelves togerher 
againſt the Goſpel and true profeſſors thereof, ſhall (in Gods good 
time) be deſtroyed. | | 

From the ſeverall ſignifications of the word Armagedon, the true 

fefſors of rhe Goſpel in this Land, may gather for their comfort, 
that God hath made this Land an Armagedon. 

Firſt, in that ic bath pleaſed his holy Majeſty, to plant the Goel 
and true profeſſors thereof in this Land, and ſo hath made it, his 
mountais of delight; and therefore it is as hard a matter to root the 
G-ſpel and them out of this Land, as it is to remove a mountain. 

Secondly, inthatit bath beena place ofdeſtruRion to all that have 
gone about to remove thedelight of the G»ſel out of ic, anddeſtroy 
the true profeſſors and maintainers thereot, witnefſe Anno 38. when 
the King of Spain {ent his inyincible navie of 1 60. great ſhips of war, 
with whom our navic, conſiſting but of 5 0. ſhips, and 30. Flemiſh mes 
upon the coaſt of Plimontb, and fought with them the ſpace of two 
gayes and drovethem till they came over againſt Calice, where they

Armageden, and an utter rooting out of Popery and Papiſis out of this 
Land for ever; As we may gather out of Rev. 11. 13. where mention 
is made of a great earthquake, wherein the tenth part of cheCiry ſhall 
fall, ſeven thouſand ſhall be {lain,and the remnant ſhall feare,and give 
glory tothe God ofheaven. By the earthquake is meantinſurrefions 
and commotions about Religion,how to maintain Popery, and to ſup- 
preſſe Chriſtianity : By the City is meant Rome,and not only Rome,but 
alſo the dominion that the Pope had over all nations in Chriſtendome : 
By the fall of the tenth part of the city, is meant, that'a great part of the 
Popes dominion fhall fall from him and his Religion: By #be ter 
of ſeven thouſand, is meant, that many thouſands ſhall be{lain on both 
but moſt on the Papiſls fide : By the remwaut that ſhall feare and 


. giveglory to the God of heaven, is meant, that ſo many of the Papiſts as. 


do belong toGod, when they ſhall ſee the hand of God upon them, 
ſhall be afraid, and give glory to the God of heaven, by renouncing: 
the Pope and his Religion, and in ſtead thereof imbrace the Chriſtian 
Religion, which doth teach men to give glory to the God of heaven,. 
and not to Angels and Saints, by making prayers unto them, asthe 
Ppiſty do. 

This earthquake began abont the yeer 1560. when it plexſed God- 
to ſend forth other faithfull Preachers of the Goſpel, in ſtead of them 
that were flain, Chapt. 11.7. whereupon many did renounce the Pope. 
and his Religion, which did put great feare into the Pope that his

or. 
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For, beforethis time roſe up Theudsr,to whom reſorted 400.who were 
all {lain and (cattered,and were brought to nought; after this man,roſe 
up Judas of Galile, who drew much people after himyhe allo periſhed, 
and all that obeyed him were ſcattered abroad ; and now I fay unto 
you, Refrain your ſelves from theſe men, and let chem alone; for, it 
this counſel be of men, it will come to nought, but, if of God, you can- 


not deſtroy it : $6 now we may lay to the Papiſts, and to all that do- 


joyn with them againſt the Parliament, take heed to your ſelves what 
you intend to do, or {peak againſt the Parliament, retrain your ſelves, 
and letit alone ; for, f it be of men, it will come to nonght, bur, zf it be 
of God, (as certain its) you carmot deſtroy it, leſt you be found fighters 
ag.zinſt God, and fo come to Armagedon.

Gent. It is not meant bodily bealth, bat ſpiritnail foules health, 

Aliniſt. What? Say you fo? Is it poſlible, that a Chriſtian Congre= 
gation ſhould haveno knowledge of God, nor of Chriſt, nor any true 
taith, nor hope of eternall life, nor any _ of the graces of Gods 

holy Spirit, wherein the ſouls health conliſterh? God forbid. 
Gent. The meming is, that we have no health in w, of our ſelves, nei= 
ther for our bodies, nor for our ſouls. 

IHinjſt. Shall we therefore be ſo unthankfull and ſhamelefle, as 
wheg,God of his free loye and mercy, doth give us health, ſhall we 
thenjT ſay, be ſo unthankfull and ſhameleſle as to deny it, and ourt- 
face God, and tell him to his face, that we have no health, and ſo begin 
the worſhip and ſervice of God with a lic ?

Gent. hy doth the Ma leaue it out ? 

Ainiſt. Becauſe Antichriſt the Pope will have none of his Church 
(neither Prieſt nor people) to give ſo much honour and glory to God. 

Gent. Why u the Pope unwilling to give unto God the honour and glo- 
ry that 1s due unto bs holy Majeſty ? 

Miniſt. Becauſe Stan hath put into his heart to oppoſe and exalc 
himſelf above all, that are called Gods, that be may ſit as God un the 
Temple of God, 2 Thel. 2. 4 

Gent. T he putting ont of the Concluſion as ſuperfluous,” being a great 
diſerace uuto, and 23-controuling of onr Saviour Chrift, why did our Bi 
ſhops ſuffer ſo great a diſgrace to be offered unto Chriſt ?

Miniſt. I think they are very ridiculous : For, the 1{:nifter (as 
though he muſt be gone) is appointed to take his leave, and bid the 
people farewell, ſaying,The Lord be with yoz : and the Clerk and People 
are appointed to bid him farewell, ſaying, And with thy fpirit : And 
before they part, the Miniſter muſt call upon the Clerk and People to 
pray with him; and in ſtead of praying, the Miniſter, Clerk, and 
People, are appointed to reade the Kyrieliſon, and Chriſtieliſon, three 
times by courſein Engliſh, in imitation of the Maſſe-prieſt and Quiri- 
ſters, whoare appointed to ſing it by courle three times. 

Gent. What do you mean by Kyrielifon ad Chriſtieliſon ? and firſt 
tell me what manner of publike worſhip and ſervice was preſeribed unto God 
in the Primitive Chnrch, as there any ſuch ſervice then ? 

Miniſt. Kyrieliſonis in Engliſh, Lord have mercy upon us.The Chriſti 
eliſon ſignitieth in Engliſh Chriſt have mercy upon us. 

The Kyrielifon was deviſed by Pope Gregory the firſt, and appointed 
to be ſung three times by the — and Bsiriſters by courſe ; 
In like manner (in imitation of the Maſſe-prieſts and Bairiſterr,) the 
Service-book appointeth the Miniſter, Clerk and people,in itead of ting» 
ing,to reade the Kyrie and Chriſtieliſon in Engliſh three times by —_ > 
The Miniſter mult begin with, Lord have mercy upon us ; after him the 
Clerk and People muſt follow with, Chriſt have mercy upon us; and af- 
ter them, the Miniſter muſt pin the basket, with Lord bave mercy

, Thus (in imitation of the 2aſſe-book ) the Miniſter, Clerk , and 
People are enjoyned by the Service-book , to read the Kyrie and Chriſti- 
cliſon by courſe, thrice in the Aforning-prayer, thrice in the Evening- 
prajer, thrice in the Letany, thrice inthe ſolemnizing of Aſatrimony, 
thrice in the V:ſ7tation of the lick; thrice in the Charching of wo- 
men, thrice in the Bzriall of the dead, and thrice in the Conmi- 
nation, contrary to the Commandment of our Chriſt , where he 
bids us ze 10 vain repetitions, 4s the Heathen do, who think to be 
heard for their much babbling ſake : Alſo, as the Maſſe-prieſts and

. the Service-book enjoyn the Miniſter, Clerk, , and People, to reade in 


Engliſh, which are nothing elſe bur pieces and patches deviſed by An- 
tichriſt che Pope, to provoke Almighty God to wrath, who doth abhor 
that the Pope, who is his greateſt enemy, ſhould preſcribe ſuch pieces 
and patches to be uſed in his publike worlhip and ſervice.

Miniſt. You do miſtake that prophecie ;- the meaning|'of the Holy 
Ghoſt in that place, is to ſhew that the body of Chriſt ſhould riſe out 
of the grave, before it was any whit putrified or corruptsd ; therefore 
the Apoſtle doth alledge that prophecy, to prove the reſurreQion of 
Chriit, AG. 13+ 35. | 

For your better underſtanding of that prophecie,you muſt conſider, 
that by Soul is meant ſometimer, the body or perſon ofa man, as 
Gen. 46. 26. Exod. 1.5. 1 Pet. 3.18, and indivers other places. You 
mult conſider alſo, that the Hebrew word Sheo!, which doth ſigni» * 
fie hell, is ſometimes taken for the grave, as Gen. 37. 35. 42.38. Soin 
that prophecy, by Sow! is meant the body of Chriſt ; and by Sheol is 
meant thegrave ; therefore in the Geneva Bibles iris tranſlated, Thox 
wilt not leave my ſoul in the grave. 

Gent. It i written, 1 Pet. 3. 19. that Chreſt was put to death con- 
cerning the fleſh, but was quickened in the Spirit, by the which be alſo 
went and preached unto the ſpirits that are in priſon ; theſe words,me thinks, 
do ſhew plainly, that Chriſt went in bs Spirit, that s, in his Soul, inte 
bell, to preach unto the Devils, and damned ſouls in bell ? 

Miniſt, You do miſtake them: By-the putring of Chriſt to death, 
centetnagithe fleſh, we are to underſtand, that the body of Chrift 
was crucihed, dead, and buried : by the Spirit in which he was quick= 
ned, that is, reſtored to life, we are to,underſtand, not thefonl of 
Chriſt,but the Holy Ghoſt, which is called the Spirit of Chriſt, Ron.

t and believe the Goppel that Noab preached unto them, 1 Pet.4.6. 

Gent. What ? was the Goſpel preached by Noah ? 

. Miniſt. Yes, Chriſt by his holy Spirit (to comfort the ele&) did 
put into the heart of Noh, to freach ſalvation to them that did re- 
pent and believe in the promiled feed of the woman,notwich ſtanding 
that their bodies were drowned. 

Gent. Why did tbe Biſhops make an Idol of the name Jeſus, by cauſing 
men ta baw their bodies, and to put off their bats when it is read ? 

Miniſt. Becauſe they did miſtake the Word of God, where it is 
written, that at the name of Jeſus, every knee ſhall bow, both of things in 
heaven, of things on earth, and of things under the earth, Phil. 2. 10. 

Gerit. What is the Name of Jeſus ? 

Miniſt. As by the name of King Charles, is meant not the name 
Charles, but the authority and power that God hath given him over 
all people within his own Dominions : . as when men are prcit to the 
Kings ſervice, they are pretft in the Kings name, that is, by vertne of 
* authority and power from the.King ; even ſo, as by the name of King 
Charles is meant his authority and power, &c. So by the name ot 
Feſus, is meant the authority and power that God hath given him 
over all thingsin heaven andin earth, and under the earth. 

Gent. What # meant by things in heaven ? 

Miſt. By things in beaven, are meant, the holy Angels, and ſou!:

Gent. What is meant by things on earth? 

Hiniſt. By things on earth, are meant all man-kinde, living on 
earth, whether they be ele or reprobate. 

Gent. What is meant by things under the earth ? 

HMiniſi. By things wider the earth, are meant the Devills and dam- 
ned ſouls in hell. | 

Gent. What is meant by bowing of the knee ? | 

Hiniſi. By bowing of abe knee, is meantſubjeRion, Tfai. 45. 23. and 
not bowing of the body; 'when-the name Jeſus is read ; as Pope Ana- 
Boftas did command, Arm. 404. | 

Gent. What is meant by bowing of every knee, of things in heaven, of 
things. 0n earth, and of things under the carth?

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Miniſt. Thereby is meant, that all the holy Angels and Saints in 
heaven, and all mankind: on earth, and all the devils and damned ſow!s 
in hell, ſhall ſubmit themſelves to Chriſt, and acknowledge him tobe 
Lord of all, and to have power over all, to ſave and condemn whom 
he will. 

Gent. Miniſters arecalled —_ in the Service-book ,zs that a fit name 
for aPreacher and Miniſter of the Goſpel ? 

Miniſt. No verily : For we reade in Gods Word, ofno moreor- 
ders of Prieſts, but of two ;- the order of Aaron, and the order of 
CHMelcbiſedech. 

Of the order of Aaron, were the Levitical — whoſe office was 
to offer ſacrifices, which together with the ſacrifices was aboliſhed in 
Chriſt his death. 

Of the order of Aelchiſedech was Chriſt only, and ſhall remain 
Prieſt tor ever. 

A third order of Prieſts is to be found no where but in the Aaſſe- 
__ in our Service-book. 

he name Prieſt belongeth to every Chriſtian man and woman, as 
well as to the dinifter, according asit is written, Rev. 1. 6. that Chriſt 
bath made us Kings and Prieſts unto God ; the meaning is, that Chriſt 
hath male all the ele&t (men and women) Prieſts, to offer the facri- 
fices of praiſe and of thanks unto God. 

Gent. What do you think of the Prieſt and Clerk, when they do 
church a woman ?

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AMinift. It is indeed, and no ſmall grief to honeſt women, not on- 
ly becauſe there is no thanks given to God for their ſafe deliverance 
- dem the pain and perill of child-birth, but alſo becauſe thankſgiving 
is turned tva Jewith kinde of purification : For, they muſt come with 
a vail to cover their faces, after the Fewiſh manner,fignifying thereby, 
that by child-bearing they were made unclean, and that they were 
alhamed of their uncleanneſſe, or that they had played the Harlots, 
and were aſhamed to ſhew their taces : And «da thought that Th- 
mr was an Harlot, becauſe her face was covered with a vail, Ger. 33. 
ver(. 14,15. 

Ic is a great affence, not only to honeſt women, bur alſo to every 
true Chrittian man, to fee his. wite go to the Church like a Jew, 
or like an Harloe. 

It is alſo a great emboldening of whoriſh women, to continne in 
their filchinetle, becauſe (in ſtead of the tearfull judgements of God) 
the Prieſt doth declare and pronounce unto them, that the Lord zs their | 
keeper and their defence, ſo that the Sun ſhall not burn them by day, nor the 
mon by night : and the Lord (hall preſerve them from all evill ; the 
Lord ſhall preſerve their going out and coming in for ever. 

Gent. What do you think of the manner of adminiſtring the holy $ + 
crament of Baptiſme ? 

Miniſt. T do think, and am ſure, that ic is very abſurd and ri- 
diculous. 

Gen. Wherein us it abſurd ? 

4iniſt. In that the Miniſter doth examine upon Intercogatories, 
Infants that have no underſtanding. 

Gent. Upon what Interrogatories ? 

Aſniſt. Firſt, whether he doth forſake the Devil}, and all his works, 
the vain pomp and glory of the World, and all the covetous delires 
of the ſame ; ſoas he will not follow, nor be led by them. 

Secondly, whether he doth believe all the Articles of the Chriſtian 
faith, and whether he will be baptized in the ſame. 

Gent. Were any ſuch Interrogatories miniſtred to Infants in the Apoſtles 
time 

Ainiſt. No verily, it came not in till the Pope took upon him to 
chop and change, and to put in, and put out what pleaſed him, then 
the Interrogatories that were miniſtred to men of underſtanding, 
when they were converted, and came and offered themſelves to be 
baptized, the Pope commanded to be miniſtred to Infants that have 
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nounderſtanding. Then alſo,when ſuch as were converted, bronghe 
their children to be baptized , the Church did order , that every 
one ſhould bring with him, ſome Chriſtian friends, to give their word 
(in caſe he ſhould die) that the Infant ſhould be brought up in the 
Chriſtian Religion. 

Gent. What do you think, of the Crofle, that the Miniſter doth make 
on the Infants forebead ? 

Miniſt. I do think, and am ſure, that is a mark of the Beaſt, 
mentioned, Rev. 13. 16, 17. where it is written, that He (meaning the 
Pope) cauſed all, both ſmall and great, rich and poor, free and bond, 
to receive a mark in the right hand, and in the forchead ; and in Rev. 
14-9,10. where it is written,that zf any man worſhip the Beaſt or receive 
his marke in his forehead, or in bis hand, the ſame ſhall drink of the win. 
of the wrath of God. 

Gent. 1 hby do you take it to be the mark of the Beaſt ? 

Miniſt. Becaule there is no one thing in all Popery ſet on the fore- 
head, and on the right hand, bur a crofle which the Miniſter doth 
make in B.ptiſme on the forehead,and the Biſhop on the right hand,in 
confirmation, ſaying, Signaculum Chriſti, in manu tua dextra trad tibi. 

Gent. IVhat do you think of the adminiſtration of the Lords Supper # 

Hiniſt. 1 do thing that it is ſo Popiſb, as it cannot pleaſe God. 

Gent. 'I haue heard ſome ſay, that the Miniſter and Clerk are like to a 
couple of Players, aTing their parts on a ſtage, when the boly Sacrament is 
adminiſtred.

Miniſt. No verily. 

Gent. Did our Saviour Chriſt, when be g.zve the bread to his Diſciples, 
pray that his body might preſerve their bodies and ſouls to eternal! life ? 

Miniſi. No verily. A 

Gent. Have you ever read that the Apoſtles or Miniſters of the Pri- 
mitive Church did pray ſo ? 

Minit. No none, but 1Maſſe-Prieſts do pray ſo, to give content 
to the Papiſts, who do believe,that when they eat the bread,and drink 
the wine,they doeat the very fleſh,and drink the very blood of Chriſt, 
and do receive the body and blood of Chriſt into their bodies; 
therefore the Pope of purpoſe, to confirm and keep them in their error, 
will have the Prieſt to pray, that the body of Chriſt which they eat, 
and the blood of Chriſt which they drink (as the Pope makes them 
believe,) may preſerve their bodies and fſoules to eternall life. The 
truth is, that we are preſerved to eternall life by the power of God, 
1 Pet. 1.5. therefore, if it were poſlible for the Papiſts (when the Prieſt 
is at Mafle) to pull Chriſt out of heaven,and kill him,that they might 
have his fleſh to eat, it would profit them nothing to eternall life, 
Tobn 6. 63. 

Gent. Some do receive the Lords Supper ſtanding, ſome ſa ting, and ſome 
kneeling ; I pray you tell me, which of theſe three geſtures do you take to be 
fitteſt for the Lords Supper * 

Miniſt. Beforel anſwer you, give me leave to ſpeak a little of the 
Paſſeover, becauſe the Lords Supper is to us, as the Paſſeover to the ewes. 

Gent. What do you mean by the Paſſeover ? 

Miniſt. By the Paſſ-over, I do mean a publike aſſembly ofthe Jewesr,

Gent. What had they to their Supper ? 

Miniſt. They had a Lamb,called the Lords Paſſeover, Exod, 12, 11, 
which they did eat with bitter herbs and unleavened bread. 

Gent. Why was the Lamb called the Lords Pafſeover ? : 

Minift, It 
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Miniſt. Tt was called the Lords Paſſeover, becauſe the Lord did or- 
dainit to be a token to put the Iſraelites in mind of the cruell bondage 


of their Fathers in Egypt, and of his mercy and goodnefle eoodnle in pſig 
over the houſes of their Fathers, when (by his Angel) he {flew felt 
born in every houſe of the Eg yptians. 


Gent. What was ſignified by the bondage of the Iſraclites in Egypt ? 

Mimiſt. Ie did fignifie the Tpirknall bondage of all the Flfchil- 
dren of God, under Sin, Satan, and Death eternall. 

Gent. What did their deliverance out of Egypt fignifie ? 

Miniſt. Tt was a type of the ſpirituall deliverance of all the Ele& 
children of God, from their ſpirituall bondage under fin, Satan, and 
death eternall, by Chriſt Jefas, of whom the Paſchall Lamb was a 
type; therefore the Fewer did afſemble themſelves in Ferwſalem to 

raiſe God, not only for his mercy and goodneffe in delivering their 

athers out of Fz ypt, but alſo,and chiefly for the deliverance of them- 
ſelves, and of all the Ele& children of God, from their ſpirituall bon- 
dage under fin, Satan, and death erernall, by the promiſed Meſliah, 
Jeſus Chriſt. 

Gent. Why was the Lamb eaten with unleavened bread 

Miniſt. It was eaten with unleavened bread, to put them in mind 
of the ſudden departure of their Fathers out of "Exype, ſc as they had 
no time toleaven their dough, bur were forced to carry it unleavened 
on their ſhoulders. 

Gent. Was nothing elſe ſignified by the unleavened bread ? 

Miniſt. Yes, leaven doth i1gnitie falſe doGtrine, 1at. 16. 6, hypo=- 
crilie, Like 12. 1. maliciouſnelſe and wickednefle, 1 Cor. 5. $. there- 
fore they kept the feaſt with unleavened bread, not only in memorial] 
of the ſuddenneffe of the departure of their Fathers our of Egypr, 
bur alſo, and chiefly, to pat them in mind, to bate and take heed of 
falſe do&rine, hypocrilite, malicioulneſſe, and wicked 

Gent. IWhy was the Lamb eaten with bitter berbs ? 

Miniſt. It was eaten wich bitter herbs, in memoriall of the bitter 
afflitions of their Fathers in Eg ypt, and to put them in minde of the 
afflictions, perſecutions, and ſorrowes that the faithfull Chriſtians are 
ſubje& unto in this life. 

Gent. Why is owr Saviour Chriſt catled owe Paſſeover ? 1 Cor. 5. 7. 

CMiniſt. Chriſt is called our Paſſeover, becauſe of the type that 
was of him in the Paſchall Lamb. 

Gent. V V herein was the Lamb a type of Chriſt | 
44nift. In 
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Ainiſt. Tt was a type of Chriſt in many things : as, 

Firſt, The Lamb wasa Male withouc blemiſh, to was Chriſt a per- 
fe& man without lin. 

Secondly, The Lamb was taken out ofthe flock, and ſer apart from 
them to be killed ; ſo was Chriſt ſet apart by the deterntinate coun« 
ſell of God to die for all the EleQt. 

Thirdly, The Lamb was killed towards the Evening facrifice, ſo 
was Chriſt, 

Fourthly, The Lamb was eaten with bicter herbs, to prefigure the 
— and perlecucions that the true proteſſors of Chriſt are ſab- 
eftunto. 

; Fifthly, The Lamb waseaten wich unleavened bread, to' (igniſie 
that the true profeſſors of Chriſt ought to take heed of hypocrilie, 
do@trine, maliciouſneſſe and wickednelle. 

Gent. How did they eat the Limb ſtanding or ſitting ? 

Ainiſt. When they were in Eg ypt they did eat it ſftanding,in haſte, 
with their Toynes girt, their ſhooes on their feet, and their ſtaves in 
their hands, ready tc go when God ſhould call them : Afterwards, 
when they were come to their promiſed reſt, in the Land of Canaan, 
which was a type of everlaſting reſt in the Kingdome of Heaven, they 
did not eat ic ſtanding, with their ſtaves in their hands as travellers, 
but litting at a Table, to ſhew their faith and hope ofeverlaſting reſt 
in heaven. So we (to ſhew our faith and hope of eternall reſt through 
Jeſus Chriit) ought to eat it fitting ata Table, after the example of 
our Saviour Chrilt, and his Diſciples, and of the Chriſtians in the Pri- 
mitive Church, who in their generall Councels did make Canons 
againſt kneeling. ic is grofſe hypocrihie in us,to make ſhew, as though 
we were more godly and zealous, and know more then the Apoſtles or 
Chriſtians in the Primitive Church, yea, as though we were witer,and 
did ſee and know more, what is fit, then Chriſt did, when he gaveit 
the Apoſtles fitting. 

Gent. VVho was the firſt that brought in kneeling. 

Miniſt. Pope Honorius about the yeer of our Lordg1220. after that 
theerror of Tranſubſtantiation was hatcht at the Councel of Lateran. 

Gent. Many do ſay, that the Buciall of the dead, according tothe order 
preſcribed in the Service-books, is x Popiſh kinde of. burial; wherein, Ipray 
you, 15 it a Popiſþ kinde of buriall ? 

MHiziſt. In that the Miniſteris enjoyned to ſay, orelſe he and the 
Clerk,, to ſing (after the Popiſh manner) as they go from the woe

To ſay them when a notorious evill liver, that in his death did 
make no ſhew of true faith and repentance,is a miſapplying, and an hor- 
rible prophaning of the precious promile of on to eternall life,and 
a contradiCting of the words of our Saviour Chriſt, where he (aith, chat 
all that are in the graves ſhall come forth ; they that have done good, wnto 
the reſurreftion of life, and they that bave done evill, unto the reſurreftion of

Miniſt,, As CHRIST was buried. | 

Gent. How ws CHRIST buried ? | 

Min. Chriſt,after he was taken down from the Crolſe,and wrapped 
in a clean linen cloth, was carried by his friendsto his grave, and laid in 
without any Ceremony or Service read over him : ſo a Chriſtian (after he is 
taken down from hisdeath-bed, and laid forth and wrapped ina dean 
linen cloth) onghc to be carried to the grave,and laid in'withour'any Po- 
piſb Ceremony, or Service read. ; 

_ Gent. I have beard of fearfull judgements that God hath ſhewed wpor: 
Churches; I pray you ſbew me what thoſe judgements were, | 

Min, Themoſt remarkable and fearfull Judgement was fhewed on 
the pariſh Church of Withcombe in Devonſhire, being a very fair Charch, 
newly trimm'd, having a very fair Tower, with great and ſmall pinacles, 
one ofthe famouſeſt Towers in the Weſtpart of England. ' * 

On. 0t#ob.21.1638.in Service-time,was heard a fearfull thunder,much 
like the noiſe or report of great Cannons,arida moſt ſtrange and fearfull 
darknefs,and a loathſonr ſmel of Brimfloze;and x fearfa! blaft that 
ſtruck in.at the North fide of the Tower ;' and tearing through a fro! 
{tone wall,came into the Charch, through the higheſt window, and too 
with ica great part thereof, andwith a mighty power ſtruck nl = 
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North»ſide wall of the Church,and did batter and ſhakeit very much,and 
. went towards the P:/pit,and in the way, took with itthe Limeand Sand 
, from che wall,and grated the wall, and defaced it, being newly whited!'; 
and cuJoured the Palpit black, and left it moiſt, as if ir had been newly 
mjped.oves with Inch, There was al a molt fearfull Lightning, which 
did affright the people, and fcalded them fo, as the moſt part cf them 
- fell down, ſome on their knees, ſame on their faces, and fome one upon 
another, crying. The Miniſters wite had her Eyffe and liner next ker 
body burnt off,and her body grievoully ſcorched... One Miſtrefie Dizford 
fictingin theſeat with her, had her Gown, two IWaſtcozter, and her li- 
nen next her body burnt, and her body grievoutly ſcorched. Another 
woman-running out of the Church, had her cloaths ſet on fire, her body 
ſcorched, and her fleſh .torn on her back in grievous manner. One 
Maſter Hil, a Gentleman, had his head ſmit againſt the wall, and died 
the next day. Sir Richard Reinolds Warrener had his head cloven, his 
$kull rent inthree pieces, whereof two fell into thenext ſeat where he late; 
his brains fell intire and whote into the next ſeat behind him, his blood 
daſht againſt the wall ; ſome of the skin of his head, fleth and hairs to the 
quantity of an handfull,was carried into che Charcell,amd ſtuck faſt upon 
one of the poſts, between the Cherch and the Chance}; bis body wablefr 
in the ſeat, as though he had been alive, litting aſleep, ancHeaningupon 
h's elbow, reſting on the desk before him, with the forepart of his head 
and face whole. Aman that ſate next unto him, in the ſame ſeat, was 
fealded,and burnt all over,on'that fide next-to the Warrener. In the'ſc» 
cond ſcat behind the Warrener, a man was in a moſt grievous marnet 
burnt, and ſcalded all over his body, ſo as he was all over like raw fleſh, 
and lived in great miſery about a week-A Dog neer the Chance! door;was 
whirled up three times,and fell down dead. Some ſeats in the body of the 
Church torn up,and were turned uplide down,and they that fatein them 
had no harin, notwithſtanding that they were thrown ont'of them igto 
othes ſeats;four or five ſeats higher. About the curber of eight boys ſic- 
ting about the.rails of the Communion Table, were taken up, and thrown 
on heaps within the rails,and had no hurt. A man fitting on the Church 
beer,at the lower end of the Church,had the Beer torn in pieces under him, 
d himſelf thrown. into a ſeat by the wall, and hadno hurt. A beam 
broke in zhemiddle, and fell berween the Miniſter and the Clerk , and 
hurt neither. The Chyrch was very much defaced and torn, anda great 
ſtone- ncer the foundation was torn out and removed. Stones were 
thrown out of the Tower, as thick as if there had been an hundrd men 
| throwing, 
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throwln them ; ſome of ſuch weighe and bigneſſe, as no man was able 
. to lift. 'Qoe of the pinacles of the Tower was wn-into tl 
Lhurcb. A very great ſtone was thitown from the Togyer, over the 
end of the Chih, and over the Church-yard, -and over;an, bedge intoa 
Cloſe., Another great ſtone was thrown an, hundred yards the 
Church, which ſunk anto the earth (o far, as itcould not be ſeen. A Bow- 
lings Alley neer the Church-yard, was turned up into pits and holes. A 
V'Vine-Tavern neec the Church, had the fide next,the Chaxch corn appand 
the covering carried off ; and one of the Rattergbrokenin the h 
A licde before night, lome were ſent into the Chwch, tofetch out the 
dead bodies, who found a couple of little children, walking cheerfully, 
hand in hand, and ſeemed by their countenances, thatthey had been no- 
thing aff: ighted with-yhe- fearfull ſights that they ſaw, nor with the la+ 
mentable crying of the people, nor to have cryed becauſe their mothers 
were gone. 

On VVhi:ſunday laſt, r$40. in the Pariſh of Anthony in Cornwall,when 

ple were kneeling at the Communion, great claps of thunder were 

_— as though divers Gannons had been (hor off at once,and extraor- 
dinary, 2nd moſt feartull flaſhes of Lighenings, and a terrible and un+ 
ſpeable ſtrange ſound, to che great amazement of the people; and when 
the Miniſter was turning towards the Communion Tablegto give the Cup, 
after he had given the Bread,he ſaw(to his thinking) a flaming fire abou 
his body,and withall, heard a terrible and unſpeakable ſound, and ha 
no hurt, ſave that the ourlide of one of his legs was ſcalded : preſently 
after, divers balls of firecame into the Church, and (ſtruck one Ferdinands 
Reepe on the (ole of his left foot, with ſuch a violence, as he thought his 
foot had been fplit in pieces, and was for a whiledeprived of his lenſes : 
One J-bn Hodge was deicken in the Knees and thighs, and Tower parts of 
his body, ſoas he thoughtevery part of his body to be unjoynted : One 
Dorothy Tubbe was firicken to, as ſhe thought her legs and knees were 
ſtruck off from her budy: One Azsbony Peeke was teartully ſtruck in 
all the lower parts of his body, fo as it feented as dead ; and felt the wa- 
terin his bladder, as it were boyling hot, and thought that he had been 
ſhot thorow, and was lift up from kneeling, and ſet upon the form by 
which hee kneeled : One Suſan Collins was ſtruck in the lower parts of 
her body, ſoas it ſeemed to her, tobe ſtmck off from the upper part, 
and was ſcalded on the wriſt of the right hand : A great fire, far redter 
then any Lightning , came into the Church, and ſtruck one Nicholas 
Shelton on both ſides of his head, as though he had been ſtruck with 
rwo 
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two flat flones, and did fhake his body, asthough it would ſhake ir in 
pieces, whereby'he loſt kis fight and his ſenſes: One Roger Nik was 

ruck on the batt-bone; or! the fide; and on the' anckle on the 
infide of his 1& fep, fo'as for a while, he was notable ro Rand ; after 
the fire, there was heard in the Church, as it were, the hiſſing of a great 
ſhot ; and after that a noiſe, as though divers Cannons had been ſhot 
off at once; to*make' one (ingle and terrible report ; the noiſe did not 
deſcend from above;-but was heard, and feemed tobegin cloſe at the 
Northſide of the Communion Table : Aﬀter this fire and noiſe, then fol- 
lowed a loathſome ſmell of Garpowder and Brimſtone, and a great ſmoak. 
 TheChurch had no harm, ſave that ſeven or eight holes and rents were 
made in the wall of-che Steeple,ſome on the infide, and ſome on the ont- 
file ; impreſſions on the ſtones in divers places; asif they were made by 
force of ſhot, diſcharged out of a great Ordnanee,*ſo asin divers places, 
light might be ſeen through the walls. In this ſtorm was no body kill'd, 
ſave one Dog in tht Belfree, and another at the feet of one kneeling to 
receive the Cup; As ſoon as this fearfull ſtorm was over, they that were 
weak, not able to ſtand, were (through the mercy of God) reſtored to 
their ſtrength ; and they that were frantick, co their ſenſes ; and he that 
was blind, was reſtored to his fight ; and came all to the Lords Table, 
and received the VVine, and went all in the afternoon to give God 


thanks. 
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
